A Bill to amend certain Acts to implement the recommendations oj the Com¬ 
mittees on Subordinate Legislation regarding publication and laying 
of rules and other delegated legislation. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-fifth Year of the Republic 

of India as follows: —
